and reciprocal tax on Canadian whi.« key, cheese, oats 
and other produ cts that come into this cou ntry, 
Canadian newspapers say that Mr. Harris' tax

pa rtic u la rly stu pid one. 
The Toronto “ Telegram ’ pu ls 
its su ccinctly; 


“ The tax is u nnecessary, discriminatory and 
viciou s. 
It is designed only to make it difficu lt 
for 
the

U 
produ ce 
Canadian editions, and not to raise revenu e for the 
government. , 


The “Globe and Mail" of Toronto made the point* 
“ How can Mr. H am s ju stify su ch a tax 
Some of 
fhe.se advertisements are American ones, placed in the 
American edition of the magazine concerned and car­ 
ried over into the so-called Canadian edition. 
Some 
are Canadian ones » for example, tou rist advertising» 
placed in the American edition and directed to its 
American reader.s; bu t. again, carried over into the 
M-called Canadian edition. 
And some are specifically 
Canadian, placed only in the so-called Canadian edition, 
and directed only to Canadian readers. 
“ If Mr. Harris is going to tax these magazines for 
any genu ine pu rpose, he cannot tax the first two types 
of advertising. he can address himself only to the third. 
Bu t he said in his bu dget speech that the 20 per cent 
wou ld he levied on ‘all’ revenu es they received from 
advertising, and told reporters afterward that ‘all’ was 
•xactly what he meant. . 
What Mr. 
Harris seems to propose is that all 
American 
magazines 
be 
forced 
to 
withdraw 
from 
Canada, not permitting even a single copy to he mailed 
to that cou ntry, le.st it be called a Canadian edition and 
taxed. 
Thi.s is viciou s anti-Americanism which can 
only resu lt in viciou s anti-Canadianism. 


Apparently the magazine aimed at it the Reader’s 
Digest which employs 322 Canadians and has a 
Canadian payroll of more than $1,230.000 and is the 
only tru e national magazine in Canada, as it pu b­ 
lishes in both French and Knglish which are the 
two national langu ages of Canada. 
Time spends 
abou t $4,000,000 in Canada. 
U wou ld not break 
either of these pu blications if an u nju st tax forced 
them to withdraw from ( anada altogether. 
Nor 
wou ld 
su ch 
a 
withdrawal 
affect 
the 
American 
economy one way or the other. 


What is u nfortu nate is that many .Americans a rt 
beginning to feel that ou r old-time good neighbor with 
whom we have had so few qu arrels and none of them 
seriou s or important since we both became nations, is no 
longer su ch a good neighbor. 
Too many incidents are 
occu rring 
which 
give 
the 
impression 
that 
official 
Canadians believe that the United States is a lemon to 
be squ eezed to the last drop. 
That is clearly apparent 
in the Canadian cartelized handling of newsprint which 
is having su ch a deleteriou s effect u pon the American 
newspaper indu stry. 
It 
is in this commodity that 
Canadian policy really hu rts and is produ cing in this 
cou ntry a bad opinion of Canada. 
It wou ld be most u nfortu nate for both cou ntries, bu t 
more so for Canada, if Congress were requ ired by any 
large section of the American electorate to decide on 
I a policy of economic retaliation. 
Nobody wants that. 
“ Nobody desires any qu arrel or misu nderstanding with 
Canada, bu t it cou ld happen. 


For instance, it is very difficu lt to u nderstand 
why Lester Pearson, Canadian secretary of state for 
external affairs, pu shes so hard for the recognition 
of Red China. 
Canada has never had any import­ 
ant interests in China nor has Canada’s trade with 
China ever amou nted to mu ch. What is the Canadian 
Interest in this? 
Why does Lester Pearson em- 
barrass the United States by promoting the cau se 
of Red China? 
Su rely, it cannot be for ideological 
reasons. 
What then is the explanation? 


It is reported that in the recent conversations among 
President Eisenhower, the Canadians and Mexicans, Les­ 
ter Pearson again raised the qu estion of Red China and 
that he was told off. becau se the United Slates is not 
ready to recognize Red China, not even in 1957 as some 
plan for u s to do. 
Nor do the American people believe 
that a nation shou ld shoot its way into the United 
Nations, particu larly by shooting 
Americans as the 
Chinese Commu nists did in Korea.

They 
had disappeared—cou rtesy of the 
Navy—on a Navy ju nket to Gu an­ 
tanamo Bay, Cu ba. The Navy flew 
them on Navy planes to Cu ba, then 
took them for a cru ise on the su p­ 
ercarrier Forrestal. 
Raybu rn was so fu riou s he tele­ 
phoned Jim Hagerty at the W’hile 
Hou se and asked him to have the 
President warn the Army, Navy 
and .Air Force against taking con­ 
gressmen away from their work on 
ju nkets.

ated. Resu lt; The Air Force had to 
cancel invitations to congressmen 
to fly to California for the u nveil­

Though it was given a play in the headlines, 
there was nothing new about Defense Secretary 
Wilson's warning that atomic stockpiles are now 
approaching a point where either the United States 
or Russia could practically wipe out the world. 
When he said this to a House Military Affair? 
subcommittee he wasn't telling the congressmci 
something they didn t know. 
Ever since the effects of fall-out from a hv 
drogen bomb have been revealed, Americans have 
been aware that it would not take m any of these 
explosions to lay waste even a country as large 
as this one. 
In fact, it was because statesmen 
realized that a nuclear war would amount to mutual 
destruction that the summit conference took place 
at Geneva last year. 
It is obvious that if the great powers became 
embroiled in such a struggle the effects would be 
global in extent as well as cataclysmic. 
Yet it is good to have this warning from Mr. 
Wilson, who is a practical man if there ever was 
one, and his further observations on what “atomic 
plenty” means. 
The Defense Secretary said that 
while he thinks the present arms budget is “about 
the best answer” the nation now has to the prob­ 
lem of national security, arms alone “ won t quite 
do the job. and we are going to have to work out 
something else to finally handle it down the road.” 
What that something else will be cannot he 
clearly seen at this moment. 
In any case. Secre­ 
tary Wilson sees that there is no real safety in 
possession of a huge stock of nuclear weapons when 
Russia possesses a stock equally capable of wreck­ 
ing this planet.

C anadian new spapers say that Mr. H am * ' tax is a 
particularly stupid one. 
The Toronto “ T elegram 
put*

Canadian editions, and not to raise revenue for the 
government. . 


The “ Globe and Mail’* of Toronto m ade the point: 
“ How can Mr. H am * justify such a ta x ’ 
borne of 
these advertisem ents are American one*, placed in the 
A m erican edition of the m agazine concerned and c a r­ 
ried over into the so-called Canadian edition. 
Some 
ar* Canadian ones (for exam ple, tourist advertising! 
placed in the A m erican edition and directed to its 
A m erican readers; but. again, carried over into the 
?j-called C anadian edition 
And some are specifically 
anadian. placed only rn the so-called C anadian edition, 
and directed only to Canadian readers. 
“ If Mr. H a m s is going to tax these m agazines for 
any genuine purpose, he cannot tax the first two types 
of advertising, he can address himself only to the third. 
But he said in his budget speech that the 20 per cent 
would be levied on 
all' revenues they received from 
advertising, and told reporters afterward that 
all' wa* 
exactly what he m eant. . 
What 
Mr. 
H arris seem s to propose 
is 
that 
all 
A m erican 
m agazines 
be

C anada, not perm itting even a single copy to be mailed 
to that country, lest it be called a Canadian edition and 
taxed. 
This is vicious anti-A m ericanism which can 
only result in vicious anti-Canadianisnv 


Apparently the magazine aimed at is the Reader's 
Digest which employs 322 Canadians and 
has a 
Canadian payroll of more than $1,259,000 and Is the 
only true national magazine in Canada, as it pub­ 
lishes in both French and English which are the 
two national languages of Canada. 
Time spends 
about $4,000,000 in Canada. 
It would not break 
either of these publications if an unjust tax forced 
them to withdraw from C anada altogether. 
Nor 
would 
surh 
a 
withdrawal 
affect 
the 
Amebean 
economy one way or the other. 


What is unfortunate is that m any A m ericans arc 
beginning to feel that our old-time good neighbor with 
whom we have had so few quarrels and none of them 
•chous or im portant since we both becam e nations, is no 
longer such a good neighbor. 
Too m any incidents are 
occurring 
which 
give 
the 
im pression 
th at 
official 
C anadians believe that the United States is a lemon to 
be squeezed to the last drop. 
That is clearly apparent 
in the Canadian cartelized handling of new sprint which 
is having such a deleterious effect upon the Am erican 
new spaper 
industry. 
It 
is 
in this com m odity 
that 
Canadian policy really hurts and is producing in this 
country a bad opinion of Canada. 
It would be m ost unfortunate for both countries, hut 
m ore so for C anada, if Congress were required by any 
large section of the A m erican electorate to decide on 
a policy of economic retaliation. 
Nobody w ants that. 
Nobody desires any quarrel or m isunderstanding with 
Canada, but it could happen. 


For instance, it is very difficult to understand 
why Lester Pearson, C anadian secretary of state for 
external affairs, pushes so hard for the recognition 
of Red China. 
C anada has never had any im port­ 
ant interests in China nor has C anada's trade with 
China ever am ounted to much. What is the Canadian 
interest in this? 
Why 
does Lester Pearson em 
barrass the I nited States by promoting the cause 
•f Red China? 
Surely, it cannot be for ideological 
reasons. 
What then is the explanation? 


It is reported that in the recent conversations among 
President Eisenhower, the Canadians and Mexicans, Les­ 
ter Pearson again raised the question of Red China and 
that he was told off. because the United States is not 
ready to recognize Red China, not even in 1957 as some 
plan for us to do. 
Nor do the American people believe 
that a nation should shoot its way into the United 
Nations, particularly by shooting Americans as the 
Chinese Communists did in Korea.

What happened w as that Uncle 
Hugh Nixon's son had an incurable 
disease. In order to avoid state 
inheritance tax and federal estate 
taxes, the vice president's uncle 
devised a schem e of selling prop­ 
erty belonging to his son. with 
part of the proceeds to he paid in 
cash.

“ No. that w as a thought. There 
was som ething in hack of that en­ 
tirely that we started ” 
“ Anyway, th a t's your explana­ 
tion as to w hy no mention was 
m ade of it0’' asked the judge 
“ It m ight have been that we had 
that in m ind when we first d a r t­ 
ed. ” Nixon replied. 
The judge found against Nixon 
in a scorching opinion which is not 
going to help the vice president 
if the D em ocrats exploit his own 
theory of guilt by association.
